Both State, Company Agree on Settlement

Two days of public hearings 
into a proposed settlement be- 
tween Granite City Steel Co. 
and the Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency ended here 
Thursday with officials with 
both sides agreeing it is the 
best possible settlement under 
present conditions. 

The Illinois Pollution Control 
Board conducted the hearings 
at the Civil Defense Building, 
1411 Nineteenth St. Wednesday 
and Thursday to determine if 
the agreement should . be, ap- 
proved by the board. ; 

A transcript of the hearings 
will be studied by the IPCB 
which either may approve the 
document or call for further 
hearings. 

Under the proposal, Granite 
City Steel Co. would be  re- 
guired to post $3,670,000 in penal 
surety bonds to guarantee the 
installation of $4,090,000 in pol- 
lution control equipment and 
the establishment of a $150,000 
schlorship fund at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois. 

Testify at Hearing 

At Thursday's session, Sam-

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Strip Mine Areas May Be 
Reclaimed as Usable Land 


By JOAN MURARO 
Copley News Service 

Springfield — A handful of 
unsightly acres scattered 
through Illinois may soon dem- 
onstrate how the state could, in 
a few years, reclaim some 50,- 
000 acres which presently lie 
both useless and ugly. 

A quarter million dollars will 
be spent through the Institute 
for Environmental Quality to 
conduct three or possibly four 
pilot programs which are not 
expected to involve more than 
500 acres overall. The land is 
part of the estimated 150,000 to 
160,000 acres of worked-over 
acreage in Illinois which has at 
some time been involved in 
surface coal mining operations. 

Michael Schneiderman, direc- 
tor of the Institute, said the 
property involved is acreage on 
which nothing has been done 
since strip mining operations 
ceased, some of them as much 
as 30 or 40 years ago. 

There are another estimated 
40,000 acres in the state on 
which some limited reclamation 
work has been done, while the 
remaining 60,000 to 75,000 acres 
have been reclaimed, at least 
to minimum standards. 

$500 Per Acre 

Presently, Schneiderman said, 
costs appear to run about $500 
an acre to reclaim abandoned 
strip mine land, though it can 
run into the thousands of dol- 
lars for a single acre. At least 
75%, and up to as much as 
90% or more of the cost comes 
from the need to bulldoze the 
heaps of dirt and debris left 
behind by the strip mining op- 
eration. 

The Institute recently re- 
ceived results of a two-year 
study to locate and pinpoint the 
“orphan” strip mining sites, on 
which nothing has been done. 
He estimated the plots, which 
range in size from less than an 
acre to a thousand acres, are 
scattered through 30 to 50 Illi- 
nois counties. 

The bulky survey data must 
now be put through a computer 
to be in any usable form,

Decision by Courts Now 
Could Be Disastrous 


Court decisions on challenges 
to the system of financing pub- 
lic school education in Illinois 
hopefully will be held in abey- 
ance until equitable reforms 
can be suggested by the state, 
Allen Schwartz, legal adviser 
to State Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Instruction Michael Bakalis, 
said last week at Southern IIli- 
nois University-Southwestern. 

“If the courts made a deci- 
sion tomorrow, we would have 
a_ disaster,” Schwartz said. 
“Based on decisions in other 
states, we think change is a 
certainty, but no one knows 
with what to replace the cur- 
rent system of local property 
taxes. We're attempting to 
come up with a sensible, not a 
sterile, alternative.” 

Schwartz, speaking to school 
administrators at the SIU-SW 
sixth annual Schoo] Law Con- 
ference, said an opinion by the 
California Supreme Court’ in 
the case of Serrano v. Priest in 
August, 1971, has been an im- 
petus for suits in*38 states, in- 
cluding Illinois. 

The Serrano case in Califor- 
nia is relevant to Illinois be- 
cause the two states have simi- 
lar systems of financing public 
education on the’ primary and 
secondary levels, Schwartz said. 

Assessed Valuations 

“The California Supreme 
Court found the majority of 
school district revenue is 
raised from local real estate 
taxes, which are based largely 
on a school district’s assessed 
valuation,’’ Schwartz said: 

Though California guarantees 
minimum spending of $355 per 
pupil per year, the court found 
that in the Beverly Hills school 
district, the annual expenditure 
per pupil was $1,231, while in 
the neighboring Baldwin Hills 
district, the annual expenditure 
was $977. Furthermore 

chwartz said, the court noted 
that because the assessed valu- 
ation of Beverly Hills was so 
much higher, taxpayers there 
were paying’ a far lower ta 
rate per $100 on their propert 

Schwartz said the California 
Supreme Court assumed the 
amount of educational dollars 

pent per pupil reflects the 
quality of education received, 
and that therefore any geo- 
graphic area smaller than the 
state as a whole cannot be used 
as a base for financing public 
schools. 

a redict a fundamental 
chai in school financing in 
Illinois,” Schwartz said, “but 
the Serrano case and the cases 
in other states don't say how 
the financing should take place. 
What they do say is that no 
taxing systems can perpetuate 
unequal spending per pupil 

Equal Spending 

“Now we have no definition 
of what is equal spending, no 
definition of allowable varianc- 
es, no certain answer to the 
question of can we spend more 
on the poor than on the rich, 


and, if so, how much more? All 
we know for sure is that Ser- 
rano severed education from 
wealth.” ‘ 


Schwartz said whether the 
legal grounds in Serrano and 
other cases are upheld or 
struck down by the U. S. Su- 
preme Court is not the prime 
consideration of Illinois educa- 
tion officials. 


“The Illinois system probably 
doesn’t meet the Serrano test 
and we feel Serrano is proper,” 
Schwartz said. “No child in 
Illinois should be deprived of a 


good education because he lives- 


in a poor part of the state... 
No matter what higher courts 
decide, the winds of change 
have been unleashed, and prop- 
erly so.” 

Other speakers at the School 
Law Conference, sponsored by 
the educational administration 
department and the office of 
conferences and institutes at 
SIU-SW, were Roy O'Neil, coor- 
dinator of research and devel- 
opment for the Aurora public 
schools, and Lee Garber, pro- 
fessor of educational adminis- 
tration at Illinois State Univer- 
sity.

The growing replacement mar- 
ket and the dramatic upturn in 
new housing starts combined to 
help the Consumer Products di- 
vision set new records for water 
heater sales in the first quarter, 
Smith said. 

He reported that the Meter 
Systems division moved to a 
healthy profit from a loss last 
year when it suffered from both 
labor and volume problems. 
Volume in the Automotive di- 
vision was comparable to last 
year, although passenger frame 
unit production was down while 
truck frame unit production 
was up. Profits in this division, 
Smith said, were hurt somewhat 
by the ‘cost -ptice squeeze 
brought on by the federal gov- 
ernment’s anti - inflation pro- 
gram.

Finally, throughout the 
Continent, people are be- 
coming increasingly con- 
cerned over an unprece- 
dented Soviet military build- 
up in Eastern Europe and 
in the Mediterranean. 
Soviet protestations of peace- 

ful intentions are being weighed 
against the Soviet’s obvious use 
of purely offensive military 
strength for political reasons. 

All of this has led to new 
defense and economic unity 
among the historic Atlantic ai- 
lies—a fact that strengthens the 
West immensely as the Presi- 
dent considers his Moscow 
agenda. 

‘At that meeting, Soviet leader 
Brezhnev will doubtless speak 
with the confidence that is 
born of strength. 

However, he also must realize 
now that the voice of the West, 
as represented by President 
Nixon, will be a far firmer one; 
that this time, the Soviet Union 
will not be able to cut the sa- 
lami one slice at a time.

Any state delegation having 
been selected by procedures 
that violate the delegate-selec- 
tion rules of the 1972 Call is 
certain to be challenged? The 
issue is clear and beyond de- 
bate.” ; 

The ultra-liberal Americans 
for Democratic Action have al- 
ready singled out Illinois as 
having demonstrated “little fi- 
delity to the letter and spirit” 
of reforms. 

Kenneth A. Bode, director of 
the Center for Political Reform, 
foresees “many challenges” of 
state delegations, including Ili- 
nois, Texas, Louisiana, Arizona 
and more as convention time 
nears. 

Bode said charges against 
Chicago Mayor Richard J. Da- 
ley’s delegates “will be one of 
the best-documented challeng- 
es that will be brought to the 
convention.” 

Party reforms call for 18 spe- 


cific changes in rules and prac- 
tices which must be observed 
before a delegation can be 
seated. 

Worried Democrats expect a 
confrontation with “‘opportun- 
ists and troublemakers’ who 
will seize the chance to help 
their candidates or ideology. 

Nixon may even be “elected 
by default,” mourns Prof. Aus-

Paul Revere and William 
Dawes made their famous 
ride through the countryside 
on the eve of the battle, 
April 18. 

Somebody had to ‘set the 
lanterns, “‘one if by Jand and 
two if by sea,” in the Old North 
Church to signal the | British 
troop movements. The man who 
did so was William Conant, a 
Boston citizen and methber of 
the Rebel group, the Sons of 
Liberty. 

The 800 Redcoats who landed 
at) Lechmere, Point, “by. se: 
from ships in Boston Harbor, 
didn’t mean to have a battle. 

They were after a Rebel cache 
of muskets and ammunition at 
Concord. But their orders were 
simply to “disarm the}, rebels 
and order them to disperse.” 

Revere and Dawes, by. differ- 
ent routes, made it to Lexing- 
ton, but on the way to Concord 
they were intercepted, by a 
British patrol. | 

However, a young physician 
and Son of Liberty,| Dr) Sam- 
uel Prescott, who had | joined 
them, escaped in the night and 
headed for Concord, ‘The! patrol 
later released Revere) and 
Dawes. | 

At Lexington, the Rebel 
militia, the Minutemen, 
waited for the British. Their 
captain was a 46-year-old 
farmer and mechanic, ‘John 
Parker. ‘ 

He told his men: . “Stand 
your ground. Don’t fire un- 
less fired upon. But if they 
mean to have a battle, let 
it begin here.” 

No one knows who fined the 
first shot. 

But in the fusillade at least 
six Minutemen died, Parker's 
cousin, Jonas Parker, died of 
bayonet wounds. 

The British were turnetl back 
at Concord and Parker and his 
men engaged them again, firing 
from behind trees and ‘rocks.

Two GC Principals 
Attend Convention 


Mrs. Agnes P. Fryntzko of 
Parkview School and Jack 
Mulach of Maryville School at- 
tended the convention of the Na- 
tional Association of Elemen- 
tary School Principals last 
week at Miami Beach, Fla., 
where more than 6,000 princi- 
pals probed the problems fac- 
ing elementary education. 


Schools should make a great- 
er effort to interpret test scores 
for parents and warn them of 
the shortcomings and _limita- 
tions of standardized tests. That 
was the primary recommenda- 
tion emerging from dozens of 
discussion groups to probe pres- 
sures on modern-day children. 

Most principals said tests 
should be primarily employed 
to diagnose individual students’ 
skills and progress toward 
learning goals and to deter- 
mine the kinds of learning ma- 
terials that will best fit each 
child. Instead they agreed, cur- 
rent testing programs either 
tend to promote conformity, or 
they are simply filed away and 
not used to benefit children. 

Few of the hundreds of prin- 
cipals taking part in the ses- 
sions voiced support for the 
idea of using test data to com- 
pare performance of school 
systems, individual . schools, 
classrooms, principals or teach- 
ers. However, a number of 
principals said they expected 


much pressure from state leg- 
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islatures and education depart- 
ments to test for purposes of 
such comparison as the cry for 
accountability becomes louder. 
“Legislatures can recognize 
only one thing—statistics,” said 
one principal. 

Some groups recommended 
that NAESP should go on rec- 
ord here in a resolution against 
national testing programs. Oth- 
er proopsals called on NAESP 
to provide more research ‘on 
purposes of testing programs, 
to lobby to keep federal guide- 
Jines on testing as flexible as 
possible, and to apply sanctions 
against states which adopt 
statewide testing legislation.
